Sherman, Me., July 26 Cat— 


Donn Fendler, 12-year-old Rye, 
N. Y-, victor in an eight-day fight 
for life in the Maine wilderness, 
was taken from Camp Lunksoss 
\\here he found succor yesterday, 
for a nearly 100-mile canoe and 
auto trip to a Bangor hospital. 


Down 
the 
forest-lined 
east 


branch of the Penobscot river the 
boy was taken by canoe for trans- 
fer at Grindstone, on the Milli- 
nocket-Houlton highway, to a 
waiting ambulance. 


Two canoes left the camp of 


Nelson McMoarn, veteran guide, 
who 
found the lad yesterday 


nearly naked, bruised and emac- 
iated after his struggle to reach 
civilization. 


He had become lost on lofty 


Mount Katahdin a week ago Mon- 
day while climbing with his father, 
Donald Fendler, New York cloth- 
ing manufacturer, and his two 
brothers. 


Carried to Canoe 


The boy was carried to a canoe 


in which his companions were Dr. 
Ernest 
T. 
Young, 
Millinocket 


physician, and Owen Grant, state 
fire warden. The other canoe con- 
tained his uncles, Harold Fendler, 
and Dr. Arthur Ryan, of Yonkers, 
and McMoarn. 


On the 14-mile river journey 


they expected to meet the boy's 
overjoyed mother. She spent the 
night at Stacyville where she had 
hastened from Bangor when told 
of his rescue. 


Refreshed 
from 
an unbroken 


night's sleep and apparently mak- 
ing rapid recovery, Donn Fendler, 
12, whose amazing trek for eight 
days through Maine wilderness 
after he had become lost on Mt. 
Katahdin brought him to habita- 
tion and safety yesterday, awak- 
ened today feeling "fine." 


His first act was to call for 


"Uncle Nels," the name he has 
gnen Nelson E. McMoarn, camp 
owner, who found the lad yester- 
day when he responded to cries 
for help which floated across the 
east branch of the Penobscot river 
to him at the landing of his Stacy- 
ville camps. 


A Swell Place 


With McMoarn and Dr. Ernest 


T. Young, Millinocket physician, at 
his bedside, the Rye, N. Y., lad 
looked round and said, "Gee, this 
is a swell place." Each night dur- 
ing his fight for life in the woods, 
he had slept in the open. 


While the lad consumed a 


breakfast of toast and eggs, Mc- 
Moarn, Dr. Young and others dis- 
cussed plans for his removal to 
Bangor, 
where his father is a 


patient in a hospital, 
suffering

disappeared July 16, followed a 
brook and then a telephone line 
until finally he came last night to 
.he first human habitation, the 
home of Nelson E. McMoran, 62, 
or Sherman, a guide. 


"I ate what berries I could 


find Donn told McMoran as Mrs. 
McMoran gave the haggard, emac- 
iated lad soup and coffee before 
sending him to bed. "I drank 
water from stagmant pools until I 
lound fresh water." 


He was all but naked, his cloth- 


ing torn off by the 
tangled 


growths through which he had 
plowed relentlessly for days, his 
oody was covered with sores, 
scratches and insect bites, but his 
first thought was to notify his dis- 
traught parents. 


Mrs. Fendler, "the happiest 


mother in the world" to hear her 
son's voice again, waited impa- 
tiently to see her boy, perhaps to- 
day. 
Her brother, a 
physician, 


said Donn might be taken out of 
the isolated section, 15 miles from 
other habitation, some time today 
and brought down the Penobscot 
river by boat. 


She planned to meet him at Hay 


Brook near where she spent the 
night and hurry him to & Bangor 
Hospital where her husband was 
recuperating from an eye injury 
suffered in the frantic search to 
find his son. He was so overcome 
when Donn telephoned him last 
night that ha could only choke out 
the words, "I love you."

The Associated Press reported 


today that 25 fires are in progress 
throughout the state.

ed checked before they got seri- 
ously started. 


The main fire on the Shawan- 


gunks, along the top of the moun- 
tain from what is known as 
Napanoch Point to the North 
Gulley opposite Ellenville was 
this morning reported 
to have 


been under control for the past 
48 hours. Observer Merritt of 
the High Point fire station saic 
that men were patroling the dis- 
trict, but that everything ap- 
peared to be quiet. 


Blaze Near Kerhonkson 


. The fire which started Monday 
noon in the Stony Kill section 
further east along the mountain 
some three or four miles down 
the mountain from 
Minnewask; 


and towards the general direction 
of Dr. Foord's opposite Kerhonk 
son, was reported to be out o: 
control arid burning fiercely, with 
a force of 400 men fighting thi 
flames, according to Kmne F 
Williams, state superintendent o 
fire control. Mr. Williams saio 
that the fire on top of the moun 
tain probably was checked unless 
there should be high winds, which 
would likely start it up again. 


A new fire was discovered about 


8:30 this morning by the 
High 


Point observer. It was located on 
the hills west of Ellenville, 
in 


what is known as the Oak Ridge 
section. Men were sent to fight 
this new outbreak and Chief En- 
gineer Frear of Ellenville was 
notified in case the fire should as- 
sume dangerous proportions anc 
head toward the village, 
from 


which it was apparently a mile 
or so away when discovered. 


Observer M. Edison at the Gal- 


lis Hill fire tower reported a fire 
in the Stony Hollow section about 
4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon. Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ray Winne got a crew 
of ten men together and by 8 
o'clock had the fire apparently un- 
der control. It broke out again 
about 10 o'clock last night and the 
fire fighters remained on duty all 
night keeping in under observa- 
tion. 


In fighting the fire water from 


one of thes old quarry holes in 
that section was utilized, a truck 
being used to cart the water to the 
scene of the fire. The fire was lo- 
cated near the property of Mrs. 
Conroy, about half a mile in from 
the Morgan Hill road. It burned 
over an area of about three acres. 


A fire of considerable size was 


reported at 
Atwood 
Tuesday, 


where some 30 acres was burned 
over before the fire was extin- 
guished about 11 o'clock last even- 
ing. Men were kept on the scene 
to prevent an outbreak. This fire 
was fought by a force of men aid- 
ed by a pumper truck.

stone slabs apparently recording 
the burial of 64 members of the 
famed "lost colony" of Roanoke 
Island may go far in solving what 
he called "Mystery No. 1 of Amer- 
ican history." 
The educator and his son, Dr. 
H. J. Pearce, Jr., a historian at 
Emory University in Atlanta, an- 
nounced yesterday the finding of 
the stones near Greenville, S. C, 
which purport to unfold the 
tragedy befalling colonists settled 
at Sir Walter Raleigh's behest in 
1587. 
If the stones prove to be 


genuine, Dr. Pearce declared, 
"some commonly accepted facts in 
American history must be dis- 
carded."

Thermometer in Sun Hits 116 Degrees, but 


Official 
Reading at City Hall Says It's 


Really Only 97—Birds Need Food 


With the city in the grip of a 


heat wave which began envelop- 
ing the city on Monday when the 
official city thermometer touched 
a high of 97 degrees at 3:35 o'clock 
that afternoon, there has been no 
change in the temperature. Tues- 
day afternoon the official city 
thermometer recorded a high of 
96 degrees. 


The highest point reached by 


the official city thermometer so 
far this month was on July 8, 
when at 1:40 o'clock in the after- 
noon the mercury touched 99 de- 
grees. 


At one of the local gas stations 


yesterday afternoon an attendant 
said that they had placed the 
thermometer 
out in the open 


where it received the direct rays 
of the sun and the mercury shot 
up to 116 degrees. 


Bird lovers of the city say that 


owing to the drouth which has 
gripped the city and county since 
the first of May that the birds 
are having difficulty in obtaining 
worms since few come to the sur- 
face during the dry spell. They 
are 
urging that 
householders 


place pieces of suet on a string 
where the birds can get at it. 


All over the city lawns and 


gardens are badly blistered by the 
intense heat and the 
drouth. 


Lawns which earlier in the year 
were green are now seared and 
yellow. Several days of soaking 
rain are needed to restore vegeta- 
tion.

Reports from virtually all parts 


of the county today indicated that 
residents of many communities 
and private homes in rural areas 
are experiencing hardships seldoni 
known in this area as the sus-< 
tained dry weather threatens to 
reach the damaging duration of 
a western drouth. 


Water supplies for a number of 


villages are running dangerously, 
low and the reservoir at Kerhonki 
son is drained dry with only a 
meagre suppb' left in the filtering 
house. Wells on farms and private 
homes in the rural areas are re- 
ported dry and the water is run- 
ning low in wells and 
other 


sources still in use. 


Kerhonkson Situation Acute 
At Kerhonkson, which is almost 


within the area where New York 
city is arranging to drain more 
water from the Catskill mountain 
region, the situation is currently, 
most acute. It was reported this 
morning that water is 
being 


pumped into the reservoir which] 
is less than a mile from the vu> 
lage on a mountainside. 


The entire boarding house and 


hotel region of the mountains 
faces the most serious situation 
in many seasons as many priv* 
ately wells were drained dry and 
water is being carted from the 
nearest available sources. 


At Highland, it was reported! 


that water is still available but a 
general curtailment of its use is 
in effect to conserve an auxiliary 
supply. The village in 
normal 


times has been facing a shortagai 
of water and plans are being coni 
sidered to increase its supply 
sources. 


Roscmlale Not Worried 


It was reported at Rosendale al^ 


so that water in one of the reser* 
voirs a mile and a half from thei 
village was running low, but a 
shortage was not feared since the 
supply of another reservoir near: 
the village is considered ade^ 
quale. 


Supplies were considered ade* 


quate also at Saugerties, Marlbori 
ougli and Phoenicia, but privately 
owned wells near the latter placa 
were reported either dry or run-* 
ning low and a number of boardi 
"ng house and hotel owners ars 
now carting water from distant 
;ources. 


Streams throughout the county, 


and in the entire mountain region' 
are running low and the beds of 
some of the smaller streams are 
almost completely dry. 


Using Normal Flow 


An official of the Central Hud« 


son Gas and Electric Corp. rei 
ported that no water is running 
over the power dams at High Falls 
and Wallkill. Power is now being 
generated by the normal flow of 
:he streams and auxiliary powec 
s purchased from other compa-. 
nies when needed.

Farm Bureau Gives Statement 
Regarding Corn Borer Spread 


Airmen Say U. S. 
Planes Are Equal 
Of Best Abroad 


Washington, July 26 MP» — Air 


corps officers held the belief today 
that American military planes are 
at least the equal of the best 
abroad despite the failure of the 
army's prized "flying fortress" 
bombers to equal German and 
Italian records. 


They hinted that higher stand- 


ards might be expected from fast- 
er and more powerful planes near- 
ly ready for initial tests. 


Carrying a 
load of 11,023 


pounds, one of the big bombers 
yesterday averaged 204 miles an 
hour for one lap over an official 
test course bounded by Langley 
Field, Va., Boiling Field in 
ington, and Floyd Bennett Airport, 
New York. 


On the second 1,000 kilometer 


(621.4 miles) lap, it made 200.9 
miles an hour. 


Under the same conditions, an 


Italian plane last year averaged 
just under 251 miles an hour for 
both laps. 


Three days earlier, another of 


the 16-ton four-motor army bomb- 
ers carried the same load to an 
altitude of 23,800 feet, contrasted 
with the international record of 
30,551 feet set with a German 
Junkers plane last year. 


Further, though there was no 


direct comparison, several score 
British army Blenheim bombers 
averaged some 250 miles an hour 
in a flight which almost coincided 
with the American speed trials'.

Considerable misleading infor- 


tMtion is being circulated regard- 
ing the corn borer infestation in 
Ulster county and possible meth- 
od* o( control, la view ot this sit- 
uation, Albert Kurdt, manager of 
the Ulster County Farm Bureau, 
has prepared the following com- 
plete summary of the situation: 


The corn borer was first report- 


ed in Ulster county about five or 
six years ago. It has been increas- 
ing since that time. There has 
been considerable confusion be- 
tween the corn .ear worm, which 
was quite serious last year, and 
the European corn borer. This 
year very few corn ear worms 
have been reported. The ear worm 
only infests the top 
of the 


ear, while the corn borer works 


Wash- mostly in the stalk. Consequently 


the fields of early sweet corn, with 
an 
infestation of 100 per cent, 


sometimes have no worms in the 
ears. 


The European corn borer lives 


over winter as a worm in corn 
stalks, numerous plants and in 
refuse. However, they prefer corn 
stalks to all-others. Early in the 
spring the worms pupate, turning 
into a small brown, cucoon-liike 
pupae. In May, a small, light 
colored moth emerges from the 
pupae. During the latter part of 
May and early June, each female 
moth will lay an average of 300 
eggs. The eggs are laid on the 
under side of corn leaves and if 
corn is hot to be found, the mother 
will lay eggs on any surface. Most 
eggs are laid while the earliest 
corn is about a foot tall. In five 
or six days the eggs hatch into a 
tiny worn. The tiny worms pre- 
fer the center, growing part of the 
corn plant. They nibble at the 
tender tassel while it is still rolled 
up in the plant. When the plant 
grows taller and the tassel is ex- 
posed, the first signs of borer in- 
festation can be found. As soon 
as the worms grow larger they 
bore into corn stalks usually just 
above the nodes. If the infesta- 
tion is severe, they get into the 
ear. 


At present a large percentage 


of the worms, or borers, have ma- 
tured arid have again turned into 
the pupae stage, ready to start the 
second brood or generation. Short- 
ly all borers of the first brood will 
have pupated. Thus, there will be 
no damage to corn until the sec- 
ond brood.of borers hatch out and 
get large enough to bore into the 
touch corn stalks. Most of the 
sweet corn harvested between now 
and the middle, of August will be 
entirely free from borer injury. 


A survey made 'recently by Mr. 


Kurdt, accompanied by William 
Webster, of the State College of 
Agriculture, and A. E. Nerney, of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, showed varied de- 
grees of infestation. All of the 
earliest corn fields, now mostly 
harvested, were infested, but some 
not sufficiently 
severe 
to have 


borers in the ears. Counts were 
made in numerous fields and as 
high as 61 borers and pupae were 
found in one stalk of corn. 


The counts varied from four to 


the record of 61. Only the earliest 
fields were counted. 


The serious side of this situation 


is that each pupae will produce a 
moth, half of which will be fe- 
males. Each female will lay about 
300 eggs. Therefore each worm of 
the first brood not destroyed by 
putting the stalks in a silo, burn- 
ing or complete plowing under, can 
be expected to produce 150 borers 
in the second brood. The destruc- 
tion must take place before the 
moths emerge from the pupae. A 
few moths were found last week, 
which means that the infested 
fields should be destroyed at once. 
The. lack of additional damage 
during the next two oa three 
weeks may cause some growers to 
become careless. 
However, each 


sweet corn grower should destroy 
all early infested fields at once and 
urge all his neighbors to do like- 
wise. The moths will fly as far as 
20 miles but are likely to go to the 
first corn field they find to lay 
their eggs. 


Experiments show that careful 


spraying and dusting four or five 
times after the maximum number 
of eggs have hatched, is quite ef- 
fective. 
Non-poisonous materials 


are used, but the treatments are 
very expensive. 


About the middle of June a par- 
asite of the born borer was re- 
leased nearby Kingston. 
This 


small fly-like insect lays its eggs 
inside the borer and gradually 
kills it One borer thus killed was 
found on the inspection trip Mon- 
day. 
The larvae of the parasite 


was found beside the dead worm. 
It is hoped that the parasite will 
increase sufficiently to help keep 
the borers in check. 


The Farm Bureau staff is watch- 


ing and studying the corn borer 
situation very carefully and with 
the cooperation of the producers 
hopes to be able to reduce the in- 
festation and save the sweet corn 
industry. This one crop produces 
a gross income of about a half- 
million dollars in Ulster county. 
If the borers can be controlled it 
is likely to increase. '

THE CIGARETTE TAX 


The effect of the cigarette tax on the re- 


tail cigarette business in this state is ap- 
parent, New York city and state officials re- 
cently opening a drive to stop smuggling of 
cigarettes to avoid payment of a two-cents a 
package New York State tax. This state 
cigarette tax is, in effect, a sales tax on every 
pack of cigarettes sold in the state and pro 
ponenls of the state sales tax have an oppor 
1 unity to see in advance the reaction to such 
a levy. 


Sales in the New York City area are re- 


ported to have fallen off 25 per cent. Other 
communities bordering on states which have 
no tax likewise report heavy loss of business 
to these states. Enterprising New Jersey 
merchants have created a flourishing mail 
order business, whereby New York residents 
may, with the assistance of the Federal gov- 
ernment, avoid paying the tax by shopping 
by mail. Inland cities like Rochester, Syra- 
cuse, and Utica have begun to feel the effects 
of the tax in decreased consumption and the 
mail order menace has not yet gained a foot- 
hold there. 


If these disastrous effects result from a 


"sales tax" on cigarettes, how many times 
will they be multiplied by a general levy on 
all retail sales? Cigarettes are still considered 
to be luxuries which may or may not be dis- 
pensed with. Not so with clothing, shoes, 
kitchen utensils, and the other necessities of 
life. A housewife may do without cigarettes 
if she can't afford them, but she can't avoid 
buying clothing for her children. 


And if there arc so many attempts to 


avoid paying a two and three-cent tax on 
cigarettes by going to an adjoining state, 
there will be an even greater migration for 
larger items like radios, furniture, clothing, 
and automobiles. This is the argument that 
was laughed at by the advocates of a state 
sales tax. The cigarette experience proves it 
is no idle talk.

Then there are the disease germs affecting 


man and his domesticated animals and val- 
uable wild life in general. There are the in- 
sects operating increasingly in the same man- 
ner. The mosquito alone might be debited 
with an annual human loss running into bil- 
lions, in direct damages and in the property 
it makes untenable by man. 


This is true of life throughout the world 


Man has developed powerful weapons to use 
against such foes, but whenever men start 
fighting each other the insects and their 
allies take advantage of it and make new 
gains.

SNAKE VENOM TO RELIEVE TAIN 


PHILANTROPHY'S FUTURE 


Publicly announced gifts for philanthropic 


liurposcs dropped 10Jo per cent in the first 
MX months of this year in New York, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Boston, Baltimore and Phil- 
adelphia, according to a recent report. Cer- 
tain philanthropic fields enjoyed increased 
support, such as line arts, foreign relief and 
religious work. Fields experiencing definite 
declines were education, organized relief 
health, play and recreation, and miscellane 
ous reform. 


The whole field of private philanthropy is 


going through considerable change. Govern 
ment is expected in these times to take care 
of some things which formerly were entirely 
the charge of private organizations or indi 
vidual givers. Community funds in some 
cities have been more successful in recent 
years, while in others the depression has 
caused a falling off in gifts and required 
much paring of budgets. 


It is widely agreed that both public and 


private philanthropy are necessary. The pre- 
cise divisions, amounts and methods must be 
workc-d out along with other economic, social 
and political changes and readjustments of 
the limes. 


When we read years ago about the "medicine 


man" of savage tribes and how he boiled the various 
organs of animals and gave the juice for various ail- 
ments, we thought it was funny. We have known 
for years now that the juices or extracts of the or- 
gans of animals give gratifying results in the treat- 
ment of disease. Extract of pancreas—insulin— 
saves life in diabetes; extract of adrenalin gland has 
restored life in many whose hearts had stopped 
beating; extract of thyroid gland brightens up and 
removes weight in children who have been sluggish 
mentally and physically. Extracts arc obtained also 
from pituitary, sex, and oilier glands. 


No longer, then, do we smile at the "medicine 


man" and his treatment by boiling various glands. 


Another treatment of ancient peoples and tribes 


was the use of venom or the poison from snakes. 
In Medical World, Eugene Maitr, Ph.D., Director of 
Laboratories, Florida Medical Centre, Venice, Flo- 
rida, after tracing the history of the use of snake 
venom from ancient times, mentions some ol its 
uses in the treatment of disease today. 


"The venom may bo used in certain doses in de- 


pressing the higher sources of feeling or pain, and 
possibly bo of use in delirium, hallucinations, loss 
of speech, and melancholia. It might DO of value m 
apoplexy, meningitis, hysteria, and chorea (St. Vi-

Further reports come 
from Dr. Martin Kirschen who gave cobra venom 
injections to 23 patients suffering with incurable or 
inoperable cancer. The effect of the treatment in 
most cases was to reduce pntn and improve the 
general condition of tho patient. Dr. Maicr reports 
that in persons bitten by snakes, epileptic attacks 
may stop for years.

France Woos Collectors 


Two separate items 
from 


France indicate that the govern- 
ment is going to some 
trouble 


to promote among collectors the 
flood of issues it is printing this 
year, and increase public interest 
in philately. 


First, the French mint has is- 


sued a new medal dedicated to 
philatelists. It comes in silver and 
bronze, has perforated edges like 
a stamp. The illustration showi a 
charming lady inspecting her al- 
bum with a magnifying glass. On 
the upper edge is etched a cancel- 
lation mark. 


Second, the ministry of posts, 


telegraphs and telephones, under 
its shrewd new head, the business- 
man-politician 
Georges Mandel, 


has slashed the price of complete 
colonial sets. 


In 1937 such a complete set for 


any French colony cost about $17. 
But since Mandel has taken over 
the ministry, the price for a set 
has been dropped to less than 
51.50, by .the simple method of 
taking the highest value stamps 
off the sets. 


These tactics brought in busi- 


ness. Formerly only about 3,000 
sets were sold per year. But if 
sales continue at the present rate, 
more than 18,000 "Mandel sets" 
will be sold this year

of Maynard DeWitt, superintend- 
end of the system, said the pump-

not been extensive but that the 
operation was begun in earnest 
this morning and at noon 
the 


pumps were working in good 
shape and it was expected that 
there would be sufficient water to 
supply the needs of the village. 


Water from the Rondout creek 


is pumped directly into the water 
mains and it was not ascertained 
whether the pumping equipment 
would be of sufficient power to 
force any excess of water up to 
the reservoir on the hill.

Bates contended that under the 


relief program and various power 
projects the government's "redis- 
tribution of income, based on po- 
litical pressure and not the nation- 
al advantage," was "draining off 
the wealth of the more productive 
states of the north and west in 
favor of the south and some west- 
ern states." 


During 1933 and 1934, he added, 


the federal government paid 65 
per cent of the total relief costs 
"but in some states in the south, 
state and local authorities contrib- 
uted practically nothing." 


As examples, said his statement, 


the federal government paid 96 
per cent of relief costs in Ala- 
bama; 98 per cent in Louisiana; 
95 per cent in Georgia; but in 
Connecticut only 34 per cent; Del- 
aware, 34 per cent; New York, 49 
percent; and New Jersey 55 per 


listed the internal rev- 


enue receipts from the states for 
the fiscal year 1938, exclusive of 
social security and carriers act 
taxes, and compared this 'figure 
with federal grants and aid exclu- 
sive of loans. He also estimated 
the percentage of tax collections 
represented by the grants. 


They included: Mississippi paid 


the treasury 35,178,000, received 
$41,775,000 in grants and aid, or 
306 per cent of its payments to 
the treasury. 


Federal contributions to North 


and South Dakota, Bates said, 
were the highest of any states in 
proportion to the amounts they 
contributed to the treasury. For 
South Dakota the 
figures were-
